NEW YORK - MOSCOW ART COLLABORATION LECTURE AND OPENING 
WASHINGTON, D.C. — "Questions: New York Moscow New York Moscow" a Joint art 
collaboration between American artist Douglas Davis and Russian dissident artists 
Alexander Melamid and Vitaly Komar will be discussed in a lecture by Marianne 
Tighe of the Hirshhorn Museum on Thursday, March 10, at b p.m. in the Dorothy 
Betts Marvin Theatre of the George Washington University at 800 - 21st Street, 

N.W. Following the lecture, Mr. Davis, Newsweek arts critiq will talk about his 
own work and that of the Moscow artists, who have worked as a team for 10 yaars. 

The lecture is open to the public without charge and is sponsored by the Department 
of Slavic Languages and Literatures and the Program Board of the George Washington 
University with the Washington Project for the Arts. 

"Questions," which is based on simultaneity of time and space, consists of 
four sets of photographs, spliced together to form one image and united by a 
vertical black line. All three artists were photographed in their respective 
countries at the same moment on four different dates in 1976. The dates were 
chosen for their historical significance in either the United States or the 
Soviet Union. Each artist was standing in front of a wall on which a black line 
had been painted and each was holding a canvas on which was written an identical 
question about the meaning of the line that both unites and separates them. The 
project was conceived of as an affirmation of the right of artists to collaborate 
even though they live in opposite parts of the world.

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The showing of "Questions" will open at the Washington Project for the Arts 
at 6:30 p.m. Thursday, March 10, and will continue through Saturday, April 2. It 
will be open to the public from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. Tuesday through Saturday. 

Exhibits of "Questions" will also open on March 10 at the San Francisco Museum of 
Art, the Des Moines Art Center, the North Carolina Museum of Art, and Ronald 
Feldman Fine Arts in New York. 

The two Russian artists, Melamid and Komar, have invented an art form which 
they call "SOTS,"the Soviet version of Pop art. When some of their paintings did 
not conform to the official Soviet government concept of art, characterized as 
Socialist Realism, they were expelled from the Artists' Union, and barred from 
employment and access to official exhibitions and quality art materials. Their 
works are said to be surprisingly avant-garde, considering the artists' 
relative isolation from the Western art world, and have been called satirical, 
biting, and amusing. 

Douglas Davis's work has been shown extensively throughout the world, most 
recently at the Whitney Museum of American Art in New York. His book. Art and the 
Future . was published in 1973. He has been working in video tape performance, 
print making, and many other media since the late 1960s. Associated with Newsweek 
since 1970 as a critic, he is now critic in the arts for the magazine.

Ind.), and artist Robert Rauschenberg.

FIRST LAW AND AGING CONFERENCE TO BE HELD AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C.—A leader in the newly recognized field of "elderly lav", the 
Institute of Law and Aging at The George Washington University National Law Center will 
present its first conference on legal education and aging Friday, March 11, and 
Saturday, March 12 in the Marvin Center, 800~21st St., N.W. , on the GWU campus. 

With the "graying of America" the focus of current population studies, the legal 
problems of the elderly, particularly the elderly poor, are increasingly being 

« 

incorporated into the curricula of law schools across the country. GV7 was the first 
to offer paralegal training for senior citizens (persons 55 and older) with a specialty 
in legal problems of the elderly, including Social Security, pensions, housing, probate, 
estate and tax law. 

The two-day conference, which opens at 9 a.m. Friday, March 11, will feature panel 
discussions on incorporating the legal problems of the elderly into law school programs 
and on setting up or expanding legal clinics for the elderly. 

GW's Institute of Law and Aging was created in 1976 to aid in improving education 
concerning the legal problems of older citizens, and to actively participate in 
establishing training programs in other lav; schools throughout the country. Co-director 
of the institute and the conference are law professors Donald Rothschild and Eric Siruln

Corporate Affairs" is the subject of a one-day seminar for corporate 
directors on Wednesday March 30, sponsored by The George Washington 
University, in the Marvin Theatre, 21st and h’ Sts.

The seminar, organized by GW's School of Government and Business 
Administration, National Law Center, and College of General Studies, 
will focus on such topics as disclosure, self-dealing, corporate op¬ 
portunity, conflict of interest, price manipulation, covert payments, 
officer loans, pension funds, mergers and acquisitions, business 
judgement, product and employee safety and environmental protection.

WASHINGTON, D.C.—Bioethics of recombinant DNA...protection of human subjects 
in drug experiments... and the role of the patient in medical care are among the 
current controversial issues to be discussed at the Second Undergraduate Confer¬ 
ence on Bioethics . April 1-3, sponsored by The George Washington University, in 
the Marvin Center, 21st and H Sts. N.W. Major bioethical problems will be explored 
through a series of seminars, symposia, and lecture/discussions featuring experts 
from the government, and the medical, scientific, and academic communities as well 
as interested students and the general public. 

Speakers at the three-day conference will include Dr. Betsy Ancker-Johnson. 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce for Science and Technology; Dr. Robert Backus, 
Office for Protection from Research Risks, NIH; Dr. Allen Crocker, associate 
professor of pediatrics.

DR. EDWARD TELLER TO SPEAK AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C.--Dr. Edward Teller will speak on "The Energy Crisis 
of 1982” on Tuesday, April 12, at 6:30 p.m. in Lisner Auditorium, 21st 
and H Sts. N.W., on the campus of The George Washington University. 

Dr. Teller, who is currently associate director of the Livermore 
Radiation Laboratory and a senior research fellow at the Hoover Institute, 
served on the GW faculty from 1935 to 1941. During this period he played 
a major role in the famous Washington Conference on Theoretical Physics 
which met annually at GWU in the years before World War Two.
